ACCEPTABLE. EMBASSY BELIEVES TRIP TO HAKONE WOULD PROVIDE USEFUL 
OPPORTUNITY FOR SECRETARY TO MEET IN MORE RELAXED 
ATMOSPHERE THAN TOKYO WITH KEY GOJ OFFICIALS AS WELL AS 
HOPEFULLY TO ENJOY SCENERY. AT SAME TIME IT SHOULD BE 

NOTED THAT DRIVING TIME BETWEEN TOKYO AND HAKONE IS ONE 
AND ONE HALF HOURS UNDER OPTIMUM CONDITIONS, WITH TWO 
HOURS CLOSER TO AVERAGE. IT IS ALSO POSSIBLE THAT APPOINT

GOJ (WORKING THROUGH FONOFF AND MOT) TO RECONSIDER 
APPARENT DENIAL OF PERMISSION TO LAND AT OSAKA, WE ARE 
WILLING TO TRY IF WASHINGTON SO DESIRES.
